ſwere lad; then yon are welcome : and ſaluting one the other, ben 
ded bath their heades downe towardes the ground, after the Ruſsian 
lu done, our Tnterpzetoz queſtioned with him, about the 
tuation & ſtretching of the Seca eaſtward thzough the Straightes of 
Wey-gates y whereot be gaue vs good inſtructian, ſaying: that when 
they would haue paſt apopntof Land. about 5, dayes ſayling from 
thence, chewing Nozth-ealtward; ) that after that, there is a great 
esche wing towardes the South-eaſt vpward,) ſaying, that hee 
kiew it very well, fo2 that one had been there that was ſent thither by 
their King with certaine Souldiers, whereof he had been Captaine. 
- Themanerofcheir Apparell is, like as we vſe to paint Wild men, 
but they are not wilde; fo2 they are of reaſonable iudgement: they 
are appareiled in artes ſkins from the head to the feete, vnleſſe ic 
be the ppincipalleſt of them, which are apparelled, whether they ber 
men oz women; like vnto the reſt, as afozeſayd, vnle ſſe it bee on their 
heads, which they couer with certaine caloured Cloth lyned with 
Furre the reſt weare Cappes of Partes oz Buckes ſkinnes, the 
rough ſive outwatdes, which ſtand cloſe to their heades, and are very 
fte. They weare long apze, which they plaite and fold, and let it 
hang downe vpon their backes. They are (fo2 the moſt part all) choꝛt 
andlow of ſtature, with bꝛoad flat faces, ſmalleyes, ſhozt legges, their 
knees. tanding outwards z and are-very quicke to goe and leape. 
Tiber truſt not Strangers; fo2 although that wee ſpewed them all 
Hecourteſie and friendſhip that wee could, yet they truſted vs not 
much: which we perceiued hereby, that as vpon the firſtof Septem⸗ 
mee went againcon land to them, and that one of our men *

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tt ler one ok their Bowes: they rekuled it, making a figne that they 
would uot doe it. Pre that they called their Ring, had Centinels 
ſtanding abjoad, to lee what was done inthe Countrie, and what was 
bought and ſuuld: At laſt, one of our men went neerer to one of the 


cozding to their accuſtomed manager, withall giuing him a Bilket; 
which he with great thankes tooke, and pꝛelently eate it; and while

Their Sleades ffood alwayes ready with one oz two Partes in 
them, that runne ſo lwiktly with one oꝛ two men in them, that our 
Poꝛzſes are not able to follow them. One ok our men ſhot a Pulket 
towards the Sea, where with they were in lo great feare, that they 
ranne and leapt like mad men: pet at laſt, they ſatisfied themſelues, 
when they perteiued that it was not maliciouſly done to hurt them: 
and we told them by our Jnterpzecoz, that wee vſed our Peeces in 
ſtead of Bowes; whereat they wondered, becauſe of the great blow 
and noyle that it gaue and made: and to ſhew them what we could doe 
therewith, one of our men tooke a flatte Stone about halfea handfull 
bioad, and ſet it vpon a Hill a good way off from him: which they per- 
cetuing, and thinking that wee meant ſome-what thereby, 50, 0 
60, of them gathered round about vs; and pet ſome-what farre off,

-- Weperceiuing out of our ſhip and Pinace that our men ran to the 
lea · Ade to ſaue themſeluts, with all ſpeed entered into our Boaces, 


being on land, we beheld the cruell ſpeccacle of our two dead men, that 
had beene lo cruelly killed and tone in yeeces by che Beare, wet * 


ws could held uo courſe, but werk foxced-continually to winde and 
— by reaſon of the Jce, and the vnconftantneſle ofthe wind, 


not knowing what it was that tooke him by the necke, cried out aud 


cruelly ran at them, and gat another of them out frem the companie- 


androwed as falt as we could to the ſhoate to tetieue our men. Mhere 
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fed dur men to goe backe againe with vs, and with pee⸗ 
res, curtelaxes, and halte · pikes to ſet vpon the Btare, but they would 
not all agree thereunto : lome of them ſaping, our men ate already 
dead, and we ſhall get the Beare well enough, though wee oppole not 
ourſelves into ſo open danger, if wee might laue our tellowes lines; 
then we would make haſte, but now wee neede not make ſuch ſpeede, 
but take her at an aduantage, with moſt ſecuritie to2 cur ſelues, fox 
we haue to dor withacruell fierce and raue nous beaſt. TWhereupon 
thzee of our men went ts2zward, the Beare ſtill devouring her pep, 
not once fearingthe number of sur men, and yet they were thirtie at 
the leaſt : the thzre that went foꝛward in that ſoꝛt, were Cornelius Tas 
cobſon, Maiſter of William Barents ſhippe, William Gy ſen Pilott 
of the Pinace , and Hans van Nufflen, William Barents Purler: 
and after that the ſayd Paiſter and Pilote had ſhot thee times, and 
miſt, the Purſer ſtepping ſom: what further fo2ward, and ſeeing the 
Beure to be within the length of a ſhot, pꝛeſentty li auelled his ptett, 
and diſcharging it at the Bare, ſhot her inte the head, betweene both 
the eyes, and yet ſhee held the man ill faſt by the necke, and lifted vp 
her head, with the man in her mouth, but thee beganne ſome what to 
ſtagger, wherewith the Purſer and a Scotiſhman, dew out their 
courtlares, and ſtroke at her ſs hard, that their Courtlaxes burſt, and 
pet ſhe would not leaue the man, at laſt William Gey ſen went to them, 
und with all his might ſtroke the Beare vpon the ſnowt with his 
peece, at which time the Beare fell to the ground, making a great 
nopſe, and William Geyſon {eaping vpon her cut her thzoat, The 
ſeuenth of September wee buryed the dead bodyeSof our men in the

The 18. of Pay wee put out of the Vlie againe, with 
Noch eaſt winde, and ſayled Nozth No2th-welſt, The 22. of Pay 
wee lam the Yflandsof Hitland, and Feyeril- land, the winde beeing 
Nozth- eaſt. The 24. of May, wee had a good winde, and ſaylen 
Nozth-eaft, till che 29. of Pay: then the Minde was againſt vs, 
and blewe Nozth-eaft in our Top-ſaple. The 30. of May we had 
a good Minde, and ſailed Nozch-eaſt, and we tooke the heigth of the 
ſunne with our Croſfſe-faffe, and found that it was eleuated aboue

mid-night, wee lailed thzough it, and the Sunne was about 4 De- 
gree eleuatedaboue the Po2tzon in the Nozth, | 
The ſixthof June, about foure of the Clocke in the afternoone, 
wee entred againe into the Ice, which was ſo ſtrong that wee couly 


not paſle though it, and ſapled South · weſt, and by Mett, till eight 
Olaſſes wert runne out, after that wee keyt on our courſe Raich, 
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Nozth-ealt, and ſapled along bp the Ice. ED 
The ſeuench of June wee tooke the heightof the Sunne and found 
that it was eleuated aboue the Ho2izon thirtie eight Degrees and 
thirtie eight Pmutes, his declination beeing twentie two Degrees 
thixtie eight Minutes; which beeing taken from thirtie eight De⸗ 
grees thirtie eight Pinutes, wee found the Pole to bee ſeuentie 
foure Degrees; there wee found fo great ſtoze of Ice, that it was 
admirable : and wee ſapled along thzough it, as if wee had paſt be« 
tweenetwo Lands. The water being as greene as graſſe, and wee 
luppoled that we were not farre from Greene · land, and the longer 
wee ſayled the moze and thicker Ice we found, 

The eight ar June, wee came to ſa great a heape of Ice, that 
wee could not ſaile thꝛough it, becauſe it was ſo chicke, and therefoze 
wee waund about Souch-weſt and by Meſt, till two Glaſſes were 
runue out, and after that chꝛee Glaſſes moze South South- welt, 
and then Souch chꝛee Glaſſes, co ſayle to the Iſland that wee ſam, as 
alſo to ſhunne the Ace. 

The ninth ok June wee found the Jflande, that lay vnder 
* Ogre and 30. Minutes, and as wee geſt, it was about fiue 


niles long. 
The tenth of June wee put out our Boate, and therewith 
eight of our men went on Land, and as wee paſt by Iohn Corneli- 
ſons ſhippe, eight of his men alſo, came into our Boate, whereof 
one was the Pilote. Then William Barents aſked him, whether 
wee were not tou much Weſt-ward, but hee would not acknow- 
ledge it: whereupon there paſſed many wo2des betweene them, foz 
2 Barents lapde hee would pꝛuoue it to bee lo, as intrueth 
was, | 
The eleventh of June going on Land, wee found great ſtoze 
of Sca-Mewes Egges vpou the toare, and in that Alland, wee 
were in great danger of our liues: foꝛ that going vp a great Pill 
of Snowe, when we ſhould come domne againe, wee thought wee 
would all haue bꝛeken our neckes, it was ſo ſlipperie, but wee 
late vpon the Suowe, and llidde downe, which was very dangerous 
im vs, to bꝛeake both our armes and legges, foz that at the foote of 
ye Hill chere was many Rockes, which wee were likely to haue 
fallen vpon, pet by Gods help wee got ſafely downe agam e. 
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Meane time William Barents ſate in the Boate, and lawe vg 
flide downe, and was in greater ftare then wee, to behold vs in that 
danger. Jn the ſayd Jfland wee found the varying of our Com, 
paſſe, which was 13. Degrees, that it differed a whole point at the 
leaſt: after that wee rowed aboard Iohn Corneliſons ſhippe, and there 
weeeateour Eggs. | 

The 12. of June in the mozning, wee ſaw a white Beare, which 
wee rowed after with our Boate, thinking to caff a Roape about 
her necke; but when we were neere her, ſhee was fo great, that wee 
durſt not doe it, but rowed backe againe ts our Shippe to fetch moze 
men and our Armes, and ſo made to her againe with Puſkets, Pat. 
gubuſhes, Malbertes, and Þatchets, Iohn Cornelyſons men com- 
ming alſo with their Boate to helpe vs: and ſo ber ing well furniched 
of Men and Weapons, wee rowed with both our Boates vnto the 
Beare, and fought with her while foure Glaſles were runne out, 
fo our Weapons could doe her licle hurt: and amongf the ref of 
the blowes that wee gaue her, one of our men ſtroke her into the backe 
with an Axe, which ſtucke faſt in her backe, and pet he lwomme away 
with it? but wee rowed after her, and at laſt wee cut her head in ſun⸗ 
der with an Axe, where with the dyed t and then wee bzought her into 
John Gornelyſons Shippe, where wee fleaed her, and found her 
Skiune to bee twelue foote long: which done, wee eate ſome of her 
fleſh; but wee bzookt it not well, This Jfland wee called the Bearc- 


The 13. of June, we left the Illand and ſayled No2th, and ſome: 
what Eaſterly, the Minde being Weſt and South-weſt, and made 
good way: ſo that when the Sunne was Nozth, wee geft that wee hal 
fapled 16. miles Nozth-ward from that Jfland, | 

The 14. of June, when the Sunne was Noth, wee eaff out our 
Lead 113. Fadome deepe,but found no ground, and fo ſapled fozward 
wllthe 15. of June, when the Sunne was South-eaft, with miſtie and 
dzifling weather, and ſapled Nozth and Moꝛth and by Eaſt : about 
Euening it cleared vp, and then wee ſaw a great thing dziumg in the 
Dea, which wee thought had bern a Shippe : but paſſing along by it, 
—— _— — that ſtouncke monſteroufly ; any 
on it chere late a great number of Sea-meawes ; At that time, we had 
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The 16.of June, with the like ſpeede wee ſayled 32o2zth and by 
Call, with miſtie weather; and as we ſayled, wee heard che Ice befoze

wer lam it: but after, when it cleared vp, wee ſaw it, and then wound 
off from it, when as wee gueſt wee had (apled 30. miles. 

long by it, vntill wee came ta the poynt, which we could not reach, fo2 
that the MAinde was South-eaſt, which was right againſt vs, and the 


peynt of Ice lay South - ward from us: pet we laueared a great while 


to get beyond it, but we could nat do it. 

The 19. of June we ſaw Land againe, then wee tooke the height 
of che Sunne, and found that it was eleuated aboue the Pozizon 33. 
degrees 1 = od yay t her declination being 23. degrees and 26, 
minutes; which taken from the ſapd 33. degrees and 37. minutes, we 
found that we were vnder 80. degrees and 11. minutes: which was 
che height ofthe Pole there. | 

This Land was very great, and we ſapled Meſt- ward along by 
it till wee were vnder 79. degrees and a halfe, where we found a good 


road, and could not get neere to the Land, becauſe the Minde blew 
Nozth-eaſt, which was right off from the Land: the Bay reachtright 


Nozth and South, into the Sea. 

The 21. of June we caſt out our Anchoz, at 18. Fadome befoꝛe 
che Land; and then wee, and Iohn Cornelyſons men, rowed on the 
Weſt ſide of the Land, and there fetcht Balaſt : and when wee got on 
Boatd againe with our Balaff, wee ſaw a white Beare that ſwamme 
(wardes our Dhippez wherevpon we left off our wozke, and ente: 
ring into the Boate with Iohn Corneliſons meu, rowed after her, and 
crolling her in che way, dzoue her from the Land, where-with thee 
lwamme further into the Sea, and wee followed her; and fo; that our 
Boate coulp not make good way after her: we manned out our Scute 
allo,the bettet to follow her: but ſher ſwamme a mile into the Sea; 
pet wee lollawed her with the moſt part ol all our men ok both ſhippes 


lnthzee Boates, and ſtroke often times at her, cutting and heawing 
ber, ls that all our Armes were moſt bzokeninpeeces. During our 
bt with her, thee ftrokeher Clowesſo hard in our Boate, that the 
thereof mere ſeene in it; but as hap was, it was in the fozehead 

of our Boate: fo2 if it had been in the middle thereof, thee had (perad» 
nenture) ouer-thtowne-it, they haue ſach fozce in their 1 
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Ac laſt, after we had fought long with her, and made her wearie wich 
our ther Boates that kept about her, wee-onercame Her, and killen 
ber: mhich done, we bꝛought her into our ſhippe, and fleaed her: her 
ſkinne being 13. fonte long. | NG ;

Lud, where there was a good Hauen, and good Anchoz ground, un

further, we found that on the Eaſt-fide there was two Jflands, that 
reached Eaſt-ward into the Sea i on the Weſt-ſide alſo there was:

and the begining of Apꝛill the Jce was in ſuch wondefull maner 
riſen and piled vp one vpon the other, that it was wonderfull in 
ſuch manner as il there had bin whole fownes made of Ice, with 
fow2es and bulwarkes round about them. | 
The 16. of Apzill it was foule weather, the wind nozfh-weft, 
whereby the Jce began ſome-what to bzeake. | 
The 17. of Apꝛill it was faire cleere weather, with a ſouth- 
welt wind, and then ſeauen ol vs went to the ſhip, and there we 
ſaw open water in the Sea, and then we went ouer the Jce- 
hilles as well as we could to the water, fo2 in fix oz ſeanen 
monthes we had not gone ſo nears vnto it, and when we got to 
Pp water, there we ſaw alitle bird ſwiming therein, but as ſwne 
aa it eſpied vs, it dined under the water, which we toke fo2 a ſigne 
that there was moꝛe open water in the Sea, then there had bene 
beiv2e,and that the time appꝛoached that the water would open.

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Des. ol June, in the moꝛning it was faire weather, the wind 
nozth-eaff, then we went with our Carpenters to the ſhip, to 
build bp our cute. and carriedtwo ſleades. full of gods into ths 
ſhip , both victualles and marchandiſe , with other things, which 
wement to take with vs; after that there roſe very foule weather 
in the ſouth⸗weſt, with ſnow , haile, and raine, which we in long 
time had not had, whereby the Carpenters were loꝛted to leaue 
their wozke, and goe home to the houſe with vs, where alſo we 
could not be dꝛie, becauſe we had taken ofthe deales, therewith 
fo amend our boate EaurDScute , there late but a ſaile ouer it 
which would not hold out the water, and the way that laie full of 
ſnow began to be ſoft, ſo that we left of our ſhoes made of rugge ? 
felt, and put on our leather ſhoes. 

The 7+ ol June, there blem a great noꝛth.eaſt wind , whereby 
we ſaw the Jce tome dziuing in againe, but the Sunne being 
ſouth⸗eaſt it was faire weather againe, and then the Carpenters 
went to the Scute againe to make an end ok their woꝛke, and we 
ted the marchants gods that we ment to take with vs, and 
e defences fo2our ſelues ofthe ſaid packes fo ſaue vs from 
the Dea in the open Dcute. 

Che 8. of June, it was faire weather, and we dꝛew the Wares 
to the ſhip. which we had packed and made ready, and the Car- 
penters madoxeady the cute, ſo that the ſame euening it was 
almoſt done, the ſame day all our men went to dꝛaw our boate to 
the ſhip, and made ropes to dꝛaw withall, ſuch as we vſe to dꝛaw 
with in cutes, which we caſt ouer our ſhoulders, and held fat 
with all dur hands, and ſo dzew both with our hands and our

were,fo2 that our gods both victualles and others were then all 
in the ſhip , but God pꝛouided ſo well foz vs, that it fell not out 
ſo vnfoztunatlip. 

The 1:. of June, it was indifferent faire weather, then we 
went withhatchels, halberds, ſhonels and others inſfruments, 
to make the way plaine where we ſhould dzaw the cute and 
the boate to the w3ter ſide, along the way that lay full of knobbes 
and hilleg of Ace, where we w2ought ſaze, with our hatchets k 
other inſtruments, and while we were in the-chiefeſt of our 
woꝛke there came a great leane Beare out of the Dea, vpon the 
Ice towards vs, which we iudged to come out of Tartaria: foz we 
had ſerne ot them twenty oz thirty miles within the ſea, 4 fo2 that 
we had no muſkets, but only one, which our Surgian carried. 
ran in great haſte towards the ſhip to ſetch one oz two, which the 
Beare perceiuing ran after me, and was very likely to haue duet 
taken me, but our company ſing that, left their woꝛke and tan 
after her which made the Beare turne towards them and left me,

Hing till this day ſtayd ſor the time and opportunity, in hope 
to get our ſhip looſe, and now are cleane out of hope thereof. for 
that it lyeth faſt ſnut vp and incloſed in the Ice, and in the laſt of 
March, and the firſt of Aprill, the Ice did ſo mightily gather toge- 
ther in great hils, that we could not deuiſe how to get our Scute and 
boate into the water, or where to find a conuenient place forit, and 
for that it ſeemed almoſt impoſlible to get the ſhip out of the Ice, 
therefore I and William Barents our pilot, and other the officers, & 
company of Sailors therunto belonging, cõſidering with our (clues 
which would be the beſt courſe for vs, to ſaue our one liues, and 
ſome wares belonging to the Marchants, we could find no bettet 
meanes, thẽ to mend our boate and Scute and to prouide our felucs 
as well as we could of all things neceſlarie, that being ready, we 
might not looſe or ouerſlip any fit time and opportunity, that God 
ſhould ſend vs, for that it ſtood vs vpon to take the ſitteſt time, o- 
there w iſe we ſhould ſurely haue periſhed with hunger and cold, 
which as yet is to be ſeared will goe hard inough wich vs, for 
that there are three or foure of vs that are not able to ſtirre to dot 
any thinge, and the beſt and ſtrongeſt of vs are ſo weake, with the 
— cold and diſſeaſes that we haue fo long time endured, that we 
aue but halfe a mans ſtrength, and it is to be feared; that it will ra- 
ther be worſe then be ttet, in regrad ofthe long voĩage that we haue 
in hand, and our bread, wil not laſt vs longer then to the end ofthe 
Mounch of Auguſt, and it may cafily fal out, that the voiage being 
contrary and croſſe vnto vs, that before that time we ſhall not be a- 
ble to get to any land, where we may procure any victuals or other

we thougth it our beſt coutſe not co ſtay any longerheres fog

hy nature we are bound to ſeeke our owne good and ſeeurites, and 
ſo we determined hereupon, and haue vader written this preſent 
letter y ith our owne hands, ypoutke firſt of lune 1797 — while 
vpon the ſame day we etre ready and hada Welt wind and an in- 
different open ſea, we did in Gods name preparc our ſelues, ard en- 
tred into our voiage, the ſhip lying as faſt as euer it did incloſed in 
the Ice, notwichſtandinig that While we were making ready to be 
gon; we had ꝑreat wind out of the Welt, North, and Norch-weſt, & 
et find no alteration, nor bettering in the weather, &therefore in 
the laſt extremity, we leſt it. ypon the 13 of Iune.

The 14. ol June in the mozning, the Sunne eafterly , we put 
ol from the land of Noua Zembla, and the faſt Ice therunto adiop⸗ 
ning, with our boate and our Scute, hauing a Welk wind, and 
failedeaſt-nezth-eaſt , all that day to the Jlands point, which 
was flue miles. but our firſt beginning was not very ged,fo2 we 
entered faſt into the Ite againe, which there late very herd and 
faſt; which put vs into no (mal feare and trouble, and being there. 
foure of vs wit on land, to know the ſcituation thereof, and there 
we twke many birds which we kild with tones vpon the cliftes. 

Lhe 15. of June, the Jce began to goe a wap, then we put to 
ſaile againe with a fouth wind , and paſt along by the head point, 
and the fluſhingers point, ſtreaching moſt noꝛth⸗caſt, and after 
that Noꝛth, to the point of defire , Which is about 13. miles, and 


there we laie till the 16. of zune. 
The 16. of Jnne , we ſet ſaile againe, and got to the Illand of 


Orange, with a Sauth wind, which is . miles diſtant from the 


point of deſire, there we went one land with two ſmall barrels, 
ta kettle, to melt now, t to puty water into Þ barrels , as alſo fo 
ſteke ſoꝛ birds t egges to make meate ſoꝝ our ſicke men, and being 
there, we made fire with ſuch wodas: wer found there, and mel⸗ 
tedthe ſnowe, but found no birds, but thꝛte of dur men went ouer 
the Ice to the other Aſland, and got thꝛer birds, and as we came 
backe againe, our Paiſter (which was one ofthe their) fell — 
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the Ice, where he was in great danger ol his tife, fo2 in that place 
there ran a great ſtreame, but by Gods helpe he got out againe and 
came to vs and there dꝛyed himlellſe by the fire that we had made, 
at which fire we dꝛeſt the birds, and carried them to the Scute, to 
our ſicke men, and filled our two runlets with water that held 
about eight gall-ns a piete, which done, we put to the ſea againe, 
with a South⸗eaſt wind, and dꝛotoſie miſeling weather, whereby 
we were al danki d t wet foz we had no ſhelter in our opẽ Scutes, 
and ſailed Weff, and Weft and by South, to the Ite point. and 
being there, both our Scutes lying hard by each other, the maiſter 
called to Wil iam Barents, to know how he did, and William Bas 
rents made anſweare and ſaid, well God be thanked, and J hope 
befo2e we get fo Marehouſe, to be able to noe, then he ſpake to me 
and ſaid, Gertit are we about the Ice point? if we be then J p2ay 
vou lift me vp, fo2 J muſk veiw it once againe, at which time we 
hav ſailed from the 3fland of Orange to the Ite point, about fine 
miles, and then the wind was Meſterly, and we made our cuts 
kaſt fo a great peece of Ice and there eate ſome what but the wea⸗ 
ther was ſtill fouler and fouler, ſo that we wete once againe inclo⸗ 
ſed with Jeez and fozcedtolkay there. 
The 17. of Zune in the moꝛning , when we hav bzoken our 
kaſtes, the Jce came ſo faſt vpon vs, that it made our hairez 
ſtare vpright vpon our heades, it was ſo fearefall to behsld , by 
which meanes we could not make faſt our Scutes , fo that we 
thought verily , that it was a foꝛeſhe wing of our laſt end, o we 
d2aue away ſo hard with the Ice, and were ſo ſoꝛe pꝛeſt betwern 
a flake of Ite, that we thought verily the Scutes would burſt in 
ahundzeth peceg , which made vs loke pittifully one vpon the o⸗ 
ther, foz no no2 aduiſe as to be found, but enery mi⸗ 
nute ot an houre, we ſaw death befozeour eies, at laſt being in 
this diſcomfozt,e extreme neceffity, fmaſter ſaid if we could take 
boldwith a rope vpon the falt Ice we might therewith,vzawe þ 
of daunger that it was 

hazard of his life that ſhouly tate vpon him to doe it, ¶ with out 
doingtt, was it moſt certaine, ; it would colt vs all ourliues:this 
counſeil as ſaid was god, but no man like to the tale of þ mile) 
durtt hang the bell about 5 cats necke,fearing to be dꝛowned, pet 
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d to haue it done, and the moſt danger made vs 
chuſe the lealt, ſo that being in that perplerity, J being the light- 
eſt of all our company, twke on me to ſaſten a rope hpon the fait 
Ite, and ſocreping from one ptete of dꝛiuing Jce to another, by 
Gods help got to the faſf Jce, where J made a rope faſt to 
a high howell, and they that were in the Scute. dꝛew it there⸗ 
by vnfo the ſaid faſt Ace, and then one man alone could dzawe 
moꝛe then all of them could haue done befoze, and when we had 
gotten thither, in all haſte we toke our ſicke men out and layd 
them vpon the Ice, laying clothes and other things vnder them, 
and then toke all our gods out of the @cutes,and ſo dꝛew them 
bpon the Ice, whereby fo2 that time we were deliuered from that 
great danger, making account that we had eſcaped out of deaths 
clawes, as it was moſt true. 

Cho 18. of June, we repaired and amendedour Scutes againe, 
being much bzuſed and cruſhed with the racking of the Jce, and 
were fo2ced to d2ine all the nailes faſt againe , and fo pete many 
things abaut them, God ſending vs mod, wherewith we moult 
our pitch, and did all other things that belonged thereunto , that 
done, ſome of bs wont vpon the land, fo ſerke foz egges, which 
the licke men longed foz , but we could finde none, but we found 
foure birds, not without great danger of our liues, betwcene the 
Ite and the firme land, wherein we often fell, and were in no 


ſmall danger. | 
The 19. of June, it was indifferent weather, the wind hozth- 


welt, and well ſouth-weft, but we were ſtill ſhut vp in the Ace, 
and ſaw no opening, which made vs thinke that there would be 
pur laſt aboade, and that we ſhould neuer get from thence, but on 
the other five we tomfoꝛted aur ſelues againe ,*that ſewing God 
had helped vs often times vnerpectedly , in many perils , and 
that his arme, as yet was not fhoztened , but that he could helpe 
vp, at his god will and pleaſure, it made vs ſomewhat comfoz- 
table, and cauſed vs to ſpeake cheerfully one vnto the other. 
The 20. of June, et was indifferent weather, the wind Melt, 
and when the Dunne was ſouth-eaſt, Claes Adrianſon , began to 
de extreme ſicke, whereby we perceiued that he would not liue 
long, and the Boateſon tame into dur Scute, and told vs in 
what caſe he was, and that he could not long continue aline, 
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William Barents ſpake t ſaid, J thinke J ſhal not liue 
long after him, vet we did not indge William Barers to be ſo ficke, 
foz we ſat talking one with the other, and ſpake of many things, 
and William Barents tead in my Card, which J had made tou⸗ 
ching our voiage, at laſt he laid away the Card, and ſpake vnto 
me ſaping Gerrit giue me ſome dzinke , e he had no ſoner dꝛunke, 
but he was taken with ſo ſodain a qualme, that he turned his cies 
in his head, and died pꝛeſentip, and we had no time to call the 
maiſter, out o? the Dcute, to ſpeake vnto him, and ſo he died be⸗ 
foze Claes Adtianſon: the death of William Baren:s put vs in no 
ſmall diſcomfoꝛt, as being the chiefe guide, and onely Pilot on 
whom we repoſed cur ſelues, next vnder God, but we could not 
ſtriue againſt God, and therefoze we mut of foꝛce be content. 
The 21. of June, the Ice began to dziue away againe, and 
God made vs ſome opening with a ſouth⸗ſouth⸗weſt wind, and 
when the Dunne was noꝛth welt, the wind began to blow ſonth- 
calf , with a god gale, and we began to make pꝛeparation, to goe 
from thence. | 
The 22, of June, in the mo ming, it blew a god gale out of 
the ſouth cat, and then the Dea was reaſonable open, but we 
were ſozced ta dzaw our Scutes ouer the Ice, fo get onto it, 
which was great paine aud labour vnto vs; foz firſt we were 
fozcedfodzawour Scutes over a-peece of Ite, of 50, paces long, 
and there put them into the water, and then againe to dꝛaw them 
vp bponother Ite, amdafterdzew them at thelgaſt 100. paces 
moze auer the Jce , bef2e we could bꝛing them to a god place, 
where we might cafily get out, and being gotten vato the open 
water, we committed our ſelues to God, and ſet ſaile , the 
Sunne being about eaſt⸗noꝛth⸗eaſt, with an indifferent gale of 
Wind, out ofthe ſouth ,and ſonth-ſouth-caſt, and ſailed weſt, 
and welt and by ſouth , till the Dunne wasſouth , and then we 
were round about encloſed with Ice againe , and could not get 
out, but were fozced to lie fill, but not long alter, the Jce opened 
againe, like toafluce, and ws paſt thꝛough it and ſet ſaile againe, 
and ſo ſailed alon7by the land, but were pꝛeſently encloſed with 
Jce , but being in hope of opening againe, meane time we eate 
ſomewhat, fo2 the Jce went not away as it did befoze ; after that 
we vled all the meanes we could to bzeake it, but all in vaine, 
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out, and ſailed along by the land, weft and by ſouth, with aſouth 
The 23. of June, we failed till fozetvard. Weſt and by ſouth, 
till the Dunne was ſouth-eaſt , and got to the Truſt point, which 
is diſfantfrom the Jce point :. miles , and then could goe no 
further, becauſe the Ice laie fo hard, and ſo cloſe together, and 


pet it was faire weather: the ſame day we toke the higth of the 


Sunne with the Aſtrolabium, and alſo with our Aſtronomicall 
ring, and found his higth to be 37. degrees, and his declination 
23. degrees, and 0. minutes, which taken from the higth afoꝛe⸗ 
ſaid, there reſted 13. degrees and 30. minutes, which ſubſtraged 
out of 90. degrees , the higth ol the Pole was 76. degrees and 30. 
minutes, and it was faire Sunne⸗ſhine weather, and pet it was 
not ſo ffrong as to melt the ſnow , that we might haue water to 
dzinke , ſo that we ſet all our tin platers and other things ful ol 
ſnow to melt, and ſo molt it, and put ſnow in our mouthes to 
melt it downe into our thꝛoates, but all was not enough, ſo that

The 24. of June the Sunne being Eafterly,we ro wed here and 
chere in the Jce, to ſe where we might beſt goe out, but we ſaw no 
opening, but when the Sunne was South, we got into the ſea, 
foz the which we thanked God moſt heartilie, that he had ſent vs 
an vnerpected opening, and then we ſailed with an Gaff wind, 
and went lufttly fozivard, ſo that we made our account fo get a- 
boue the point of Naſſawes cloſe by the land, 4 we could eaſily fee 
the point of Nailawes, and made our account to be about; miles 
from it, the wind being South and South Douth-welT, then fire 
ol our men went on land and there found ſome wod, whereof they 
bꝛought as mnch as they could into the Deufes, but found neither 
birds noꝛ egges, with the which wod they ſod a pot of water pap, 
which we talled Batſammoze) that we might eate ſome warme 
thing the wind blowing ſtil Southerlp, 


VDhe g. of June, it blew a great Donth-wind, and the Ite 
| . R 2 whereunts 
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whereunto we made our ſelues laſt was not very ſtrong, whero⸗ 
by we were in great feare, that we ſhould bꝛeake ot from it, and 
dꝛiue into the ſea, fo when the Dun was in the Welk, a perce of 
that Ice bꝛake of, whereby we were fozced to diſlodge, and make 
our lelues faſt to another peece of Ice. | 

The 26.0f June, it ftiliblewhardoutof the Douth,andb2oke 
the Ice whereunto we were faſt, in perces, and we thereby dꝛaue 
into the ſea and could get no moꝛe to the faſt Jee, whereby we 
were in a thouſand dangers to be all caſt away, and dꝛiuing in 5 
ſo2t in the ſea, we rowed as much as we could, but we could not 
get neere vnto the land, there loꝛe we hoyſed vp our lock, and ſg 
made vp with our ſaile, but our fock-matt bzake, twice in peeces, 
and then it was woꝛſe foꝛ vs then befoze, and notwithſtanding 
that there blew a great gale of wind, yet we were foꝛced fohopſe 
vp our great ſaile, but the wind blew ſo hard intd it, that it we had 
nat pꝛeſently taken it in againe we had ſunke in the ſea oꝛ elſe our 
boate would haue bin filled with water, fo2 the water began, ta 
leap ouer bezde, and we were a god way in the ſea, at which time 
the waues went ſo hollow, that it was moſt feartul and we ther- 
by law nothing, but death befoze our eyes, and euery twinckling 
ok an exe lokt when we thould ſincke. But God that had deliuered 
vs out ot ſo many dangers of death, holpe vs once againe, f contra⸗ 
ry to our expectations ſent vs a oꝛth⸗weſt wind, and ſo with 
great danger we got to p faſt Jceagame,when we were deliuered 
dirt of that danger, and knew not where our other Scute was, we 
ſailed one mile along by the faſt Ice, but found it not, whereby we 
were wholy out of heart, in great feate p̊ᷣ they were dꝛowned, at 
which time it was miſtie weather, and ſo ſailing along e hearing 
no newes ol our other ſcute, we ſhot ofa Buſkef, w they hearing 
ſhot of another butyet we could not ſe each other, meane time ap⸗ 
pꝛoching neerer to each other a the weather waring ſomwhat cler. 
rer, as we tthey ſhot once againe, we ſaw the ſmoake oftheir peece, 
d at laſt we met to gether againe, ſaw the ly faſt betwen dꝛiuing 
t faſt ce, t when we got neere vnto the, we went ouer the Jce;x 
holp them to vnlade the gods ont of their Scute, and dꝛew it ouer 
the Ite, and with much paine and trouble bꝛought it into the open 
water agame, and while they were laſt in the Ice, we ſonnd ſotito 
wod vpon the land, by the ſeaũde, and when we lay hy each other 
wi ſod ſome bꝛead and water together, and eate it vp warme,

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The 17. of June, we ſet ſaile with an indifferent gale out ol 
the eaſt g got a mile abcue the Cape de Naſlaw one the welt ſide 
thereof, and then we had the wind again vs, and we were foꝛ⸗ 
ced to tale in our ſailes and began to rowe and as we went along 
cloſeby the land, we ſaw ſo many Sea⸗hozſes lying vpen the Ice, 
that it was admirable, and a great number of birds, at the which 
we diſcharged . muſkets and killed twelue ofthẽ, which we fetcht 
into our Scutes, and rowing in that ſozt we had a great milk, 
and then we entred into dꝛiuing Ite, ſo that we were compelled 
to make our Scutes faſt vnto the fall Jce . and to {tay there fill 
the weather bzake vp, the wind being weſt nozth-weſt, and right 


 againft vs, | 


Lhe2$.0f June, when the Sunne was in the eaſt, we laid all 
our gods vpon the Ice, and then dꝛew the Scates vpon the Ace 
alfd, becauſe we were fo hardly pꝛeſt on all ſides, with the Ice, 
and the wind came out of the Sea vpon the land, and thereloꝛe 
we were in {eare to be wholeip incloſed with the Ice, and ſhonld 
not be able to get out thereofagane , and being byon the Ice, we 
laid ſailes ouer our cutes, and laie do wne to reſt appointing one 
ot our men to kepe watch. and when the Sunne was noꝛth there 
tame thꝛee Beares towards our Scutes, wherewith he that kept 
the watch cried, thꝛee Beares ther Beares, at which noiſe we 
leapt out of our boates , with our muſkets, that were laden with 
haile⸗ſhot, to ſhote at birds and had no time to diſcharge them, 
and there loꝛe ſhot at them therewith, and although that kinde ol 
ſhot could not hurt them much, vet they ranne awap, and in the 
moane time they gaue vs leiſure to lade dur muſtzets with bullets, 
and by that meanes we thot one of the thꝛer, dead, which the other 
two perceauing tanne away, but within two houres after they 
came againe, but when they were almoſt at vs , and heard vs 
make a noiſe, they ranne awap, at which time the wind was 
welt and weſt and by noꝛth, which made the Ice dzine with great 
foace into the eaſt. 5 rn 

The ꝛ9. of zune, the Sunne being ſouth-fouth-wel?, de two 
Beares came againe to the place where the vead Beare late, 
where one of them tone the dead Beare inhis mouth, and went 
a great way with it ouer the rugged Ice, E then began to eate it, 
ae R 3 which 
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which we perceauing ſhot a muſket at her, but ſhe hearing the 

noiſe thereof, ran away,and let the dead Beare lie, then foure of vs 

went thither, and ſaw that in ſo ſhoꝛt a time ſhe had eaten al- 
moſt t he halfe of her, we twke the dead Beare and laid it bpon 

a high heape of Ice, that we might ſe it out of aur Stute, thatif 

the Beare came againe we might ſhot at her, at which time we 

tried the great ſtrenght of the Beare , that carried the dead Beare 
as lightely in her mouth, as if it had beenenothing, where as we 
foure had enough to doe fo cary away the halſe dead Beare be- 

(ne vs, then the wind till held welt ,which dꝛaue the Ice into 

the ealt. 

The zo. of June, in the moꝛning, whenthe Sunne was eaſt 
and by noꝛth, the Jce dꝛaue hard eaſt-ward , by meanes ofthe 
welt wind, and then there came two Beares vpon a peece of Jce 

that dꝛaue in the Sea, and thought to ſet vpon vs, and made 
ſhow as if they would leape into the water / and come to vs, but 

did nothing whereby we were of opinion, that they were the 

ſame Beares , that had beene there befoze, and about the ſout h⸗ 

ſouth-eaſt Dunne , there came an other Beare vpon the falt Ice, 

and made towards vs, but being neare vs, and hearing vs make 

à noiſe, he went away againe, then the wind was welt-ſouth- 

welt, and the Ice began ſomewhat to falle from the land, but bes 
cauſe it was miſtie weather, and a hard wind, we durlt not put to 
Dea, but ſtaied fo2 a better oppoꝛtunitie. 

The 1. of Julie, it was indifferent faire weather, with a welf 
no2th-welk wind, and in the moꝛning the ſunne being eat, there 
came a beare from the dꝛiuing vte towards vs, and ſwam duer 

the water to the faſt yce whereon we lay, but when ſhe heard vs, 

came no nearer , but ran away, and when the ſunne was ſouth- 
eat, the Ice tame ſo faſt in towards vs, that all the Ice whereon 
we lay with our Stutes and dur gods, bꝛake and ran one pece 
vpon another, whereby we were in no mall feare, fo2 at that time 
moſt of gur gods fell into the water, but we with great diligence 
d:ew our cates further vpon the Jce towards the land, where we 
thought to bebetter defended from the dꝛiuing ofthe Ace, and as 

We went to fetch aur gods, we fell info the greateſt trouble that 

euer we had befo2e,fo2 Þ we endured ſo great danger in the ſauing 

thereof, that as we laid hold vpon on perte thereof, the reſt ſunke 
downe

dolrne with the Ice, andmeny times the Ice bzake vnder our 
owne ft, whereby we were wholy diſcomfozted, and in amaner 
cleane out of all hope, expecting no iſſue thereof, in ſuch ſozt that 
our trouble at that time ſurmounted all our fozmer cares and im⸗ 
peachments, and when we thought to dꝛaw vp our boates vpon 
the Ice, the Ice bzake vnder bs, and we were caried away with 
the Scufe,and al by the dzining Jce,and when we thought to ſays 
the gods, the Ice baake vnder our feet, aud with that the Beute 
b2ak in many places,eſpecially ; which we had meded,as p maſt, 
maſt planke, and almoſt al the Dcute,wherein one of our men that 
was ſicke, and a cheſt of mony lay, which we with great danger or 
dur liues got out from if,fo2 as we were doing it, the Ice that was 
vnder our feet dꝛaue from vs, and ſlid vpon other Ace, whereby we 
were in danger to hurl both our armes g our legs, at which time 
thinking, we had bin cleane quit of our cute, we beheld each o- 
ther in pittiſul maner, knowing not what we ſhould doe, our liues 
depending thereon, but God made fo god pzouifſon fo2 vs,Þ d pe- 
ces of Jce dꝛaue from each other, wherewith we ran in great hafte 
vnto the Scute,and dꝛew it to vs again in ſuch caſe as it was, and 
layd it vpon the faſt Ice by the boafe, where it was in mozeſecu- 
rity, which put vs vnto an exceeding and great and dangerous la⸗ 
bo2, fromthe time that the Bunne was ſouth eaſt, vntill it was 
Weſt auth welt, and in al that time we refted not, which made 
vs extreame weary, and whaly out of camfost, ſoꝛ that it troubled 
vs ſoze, and it was much moꝛe fearfull vnto vs, then at that time 
when William Barents dyed,foz there we were almoſt dzowned, x 
that day we lat uhich was ſounke in the ſes) tiwo barrels of bead, 
a cheſt linne cloth, a dziefat with the Dailozs clothes; our Aſtro: 
nitale ting. a pack of Scarlet cloth, a runlet ofople, t ſome cheeſes 
and a runlet of wine, whichbongd with the Jee, fo that there was 
not any thing thereofſaued. 3 
The 2 . of Julie, the ſunne Caſt, there came another beate onto 
vs. hut we e noyſe ſhe ran away, and when the Dun was 
Weſt South-well, it began to be faire weather. then we began 
to mend our Scute, with the planks where mith we had made the 
buyckmiſh. and while s. of vs were buled about mending of pur 
Scute the other ſize went further into the land, to like foz fome 
wov, and to fetch ſome ſtones, to lay vpon the Ice,that we might 
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make a fire thereon, there with to melt our pitch, which we ſhould 
nerd about the Stute as alſo to ſee it they could fetch any wand fo2 
a maſt, which they found with certaine ſtaues, and bꝛought them 
where the Scutes lap, and when they came to vs againe they He⸗ 
wed vs that they had found certaine wod that had bin clouen, 
bꝛought ſome wedges with them wherwith the ſaid wwd had bin 
cion?, whereby it appeared that men had bin there, then we made | 
al the haſte we could fomake a fire and to melt our pitch, and to do 
Al other things that were neceffary to be done foz the repairing of 
our Stute ſo that we got it ready againeby that the Sunne was 
Nozth-eaft, at which time alſo we roſted gur birds made a god 
meale with them. 
The; ol July, in the moꝛning the Sunne being Catt, tlwo of 
aur men went to the water, and there they found two at our oares 
our helme icke, the pack ol Starlet cloth, the cheff with linnen 
.cloth; and a hat that fell out or the dꝛiefat, whereby we gelt, that 
it was bꝛoken in pertes, which they perceiuing, toke as much with 
them as they could carry, and came vnto vs, ſhewing vs that they 
had lett moze gods behind them, wherenpon the Muller with . 
mne ot us went thither x dꝛew al the gods vpon the firme Ice, Ys | 
When we wentawap, we might take it with vs, but they! could not 
tatry the cheſt noꝛ the pack ol cloth that were ful ofwater)becauſe | 
of their waight, but were foꝛted ts let them ſtand, till we went a- 
way. that the water might dꝛop out or them, and ſo they did, the 
Dunne being South welt: there came another great beare vuto 
vs, which the man that kept watch ſaw not, and had bern deuou⸗ 
red by her, it one ol our other men that lay dowone in th>1hkp,hav 
- not eſpied her, and called to him that kept watch, to loke to him⸗ 
ſelfe, who there with ran away, meane time the beare was ſhot 
- into the body, but che elcaped, and that time the wind 3 
noꝛth⸗eaſt. 
She ol July it was ſo faire cleate weather, that from the 
time we were firſt in Nous Zembla, we had nat the like, then wee 
wat tthe veluets that had beene wet with the ſalt water, in freſh 
water, daalone out ot ſnow. and then dꝛyed them, and ackt them 
vp againe, at which time the wind was welt, x weſt fou 


hear Julyit was faire weather, , the wi et, vag ve

the ſame day dyed lohn Franſon of Harlem (Claes Adrians ne- 
phew, that dyed the ſame day when William Barents dyed) the 
Sunne being then about Nozth, noꝛth⸗weſt, at which time the 
Jce came mightily dꝛiuing in vpon vs and then fire of our men 
inn pe land, and there fetcht ſome fire-wod to dꝛeſſe our 
meate. | 
The 6. of July if was miſty weather, but about evening it be- 
gantoclere vp, and the wind was ſouth-eaſt, which put vs in 
ſome comfoꝛt, and yet we lay faſt vpon the Ice. 
The 7. of July it was faire weather with ſome raine,the wind 
welk, South-weſf, and at euening weft, and by nozth, then wer 
wont fo the open water, and there killed thirfene birds, which 
— toke vppon a perte of dziuing Ice, and lapd them vpon the 
Ice. 3 
The 8. of July it was cloſe miſty weather, then we dꝛeſt the 
foules Which we had killed, which gaue vs a pꝛincely mealetide, 
in the euening there blew a freſh gale of wind, out of the Nozth 
kalt. which put vs in great comfozt to get from thence, 
The 9. of July in the mo2ning, the Jce began fo dꝛiue, where- 
bp we got open water on the land ſide, and then alſo the faſt Ice 
f whereon we lay, began to d2ine, whereupon the maſter and p 
men went to fetch the packe and the cheſf,that fwd vpon the Ice, 
to put them into the Scute, and then dꝛew the Scutes to the 
water, at leaſt 3 40. paces, which was hard foz vs to do, in regard 
that the labour was great, and we very weake, & when the Hun 
was ſouth ſouth eaſt we ſet ſaile, with an eat wind, but when the 
ſunne was well, we were faꝛced to make towards the faſt Ice as 
gaine becauſe thereabouts it was not yet gon, d wind heinz ſouth, 
and came right from the land, whereby we were in god hope that 
* | * if wonlddzineaway, and that we ſhould pꝛoceꝛde in our voyage... 
The ro. of July,from the time that the ſunne was eaſt, noꝛth⸗ 
caft, till it was eaſt, we toke great paines 4 labour to get though 
the Ice, and at laſt we got thzough, and rowed fozth, vntill wee | 
happened to fall betwerne two great flakes of Jce, thatcloſedone | 
| with the other, ſo that we could not get thzough, but were fozced | 
to dzaw the Stutes vpon them, and to vnlade the gods, and 
# thentodzaw themouer to the open water on the other ſide, and 


then we muſt go ſetch the gods alſo * ſame place, ae: = 
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leaſt 110. paces long, which was very hard foꝛ vs, but there was 
no remedy,fo2 it was but a folly fo2 vs fo thinke ofany wearines, 
and when we were in the open water againe, we rowed fozward 
as well as we could, but we had not rowed long, befo2e we fell 
betwenetwo great flakes of Jce, that came dꝛiuing one againſt 
the other, but by Gods help, and our ſpeedy rowing, we got from 
betwene them, befoze they cloſed vp, and being thzough we had 
a hard weft wind,right in our tieth id p of fozce we were tonſtrai⸗ 
ned to make towards the falk Jce that lay by the ſhoze, and at laſt 
with mach frouble, we got vnto if, and being there, we thought 
to row along by the faſt Ice, vnto an Alland that we ſaw befoze 
vs, but by reaſon of the hard confrary wind, we could not goe 
farce, ſo that we were compelled to dzaw the Scutes and the 
gods vpon the Ice, to ſa what weather God would ſend vs, but 
our courages were cwled, ta ſ& our ſelues ſo often incloſed in d Ite 
being in great feare y by meanes of the long and continuall paines 
(which we were fo2ced fo take) we ſhould loſe all our ſtrength, £ 
by that meanes ſhould not long be able to continue oꝛ hold out. 

The 11. of July in the moꝛning as we ſafe laſt vpon the Ite, 
the ſunne being Nozth eat, there tame a great bears out of the 
water, running towards vs, but we watcht foz her with thꝛer 
muſkets, and when ſhe came within 30. paces of vs; we ſhot all 
the th2e muſkets at her, and killed her outright,ſo that the ſtirred 
not a tote, and we might ſe the fat run out at the holes of her 
ſkinne, that was ſhot in with the muſkets, ſwimme vpon the wa⸗ 
ter like oyle andſod2jning dead vpon the water, we went vpon a 
flake of Jce to her, and putting a rope about her neck, dꝛelu her 
vp vpon the Jce, and ſmit aut her teeth, at which time we meaſu- 
red her body, e lound it to be eight fote thick, then we had a weſt 
winde with cloſe weather, but when the ſunne was South: 
it began to cleere bp, then thx of our men went to the 
Illand that lay befoze vs, and being there, they ſaw the Croſſe 
Alland xing weſtward from them, and went thither to ſee it that 
ſommer there had berne any Ruſſian there, and went thither vpon 
the kaſt Ice, that lay betwene the two Jflands, and being in the 
Jian, they could not perceine that any man had bene in it fince 
we were there, there they got 70. egges, but when they had 

them, they knew not wherein to carry'them, atlaſt one ol them 
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The Nauigation into the Vo IG * | 
put off his baieches, and tying them faſt below, they carried them 
betwene two of them, and the third bare the muſket: and ſo — 
to vs againe, aſter they had beene twelue houres out, which put 


vs no ſmall feare to thinke what was become of them they fold 
vs that they had many times gone vp to the knees in water, vpon 


the Jcebetwene both the Jſlands : and it was at leaſt 5; miles 
to and fro, that they had gone, which made vs wonder how they 


could indure it, ſæing we were all ſo weake. With the egges that 
they had bꝛought · we were al wel comſoꝛted, and fared like Loꝛds, 
ſo that we foond ſome reliefe in our great miſery, and then we 
ſhared our laſt wine amongſt vs, whereof euerp one had thꝛet 


glaſſes. F 
The 12. of July in the moꝛning, when the ſunne was Eaft, 


the wind began fo blow eaſt, and eaſt nozth eaſt, with miſty weas 
ther, and at euening ſix of our men went into the land, to ſ&eke 


certaine ſtones, and found ſome, but none of the beſt ſo2f, and 
tcomimng backe againe,either of them bꝛought ſome wod. 

The z :,of Julp it was a faire day then ſeuen of our men went 
fo the firme land, to ſeeke foꝛ moꝛe ſtones, t found ſome, at which 


time the wind was South ⸗eaſt. 
The 14. of July it was faire weather, with a god ſonth wind, 


and then the Jce began fo dziue from the land, whereby we were 
in god hope to haue an open water, but the wind turning weſter⸗ 


iy againe, it lay ſtill. when the ſunne was ſouth⸗weſt, thꝛæ of our 
men went to the nert Alland, that lap befoze vs, and there ſhot a 
Borcheyvnet, which they bꝛought to the @cate, and gaue it a⸗ 


- mona vs, 702 all our gods were common. 


The 15. of qui it was milky weather, that mozninx the wind 
was ſouth-eaſt, but the ſunne being welt, it began fo rame, and 


the wind turned welt and welt ſouth welt. 
The 16. of July there came a bearefrom the firme land, that 


tame very niere vnto vs, by reaſon that it was as white as ſnow, 
whereby at firſf we could not diſcerne it to be a beare, berauſe it 
ſhewed ſo like the ſnow, hut by her ſtirring at laſt wee perceined 
her, and as ſhe came nere vnto vs, we ſhot at her, and hit her, 
but che ran away: that mozning, the wind was welt, and a ter 


| | ſt noꝛth⸗eaſt with cloſe weather. 
that againe, eaſt noꝛth⸗ th 3 
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went againe to the nereſt Alland, to ſe ifthere appeared any open 
water, foʒ our long ſtaping there was no ſmall grie fe vnto vs, per⸗ 
teiuing not how we ſhould get from thence, who being halfe way 
thither, they found a beare lying behind a peece al Ice, which the 
day befoze had beene ſhot by vs, but ſhe: hearing vs went away, 
but one of our men following her with a boate-hooke, thꝛuſt her 
into the ſkinne, wherewith the beare roſe vp vpon her hinder ſeet, 

and as the man thꝛuſt at her againe, ſhe {troke the J2on of the 
boat-hooke in peces, wherewith the man fell downe vpon his 
buttocks, which our other two men ſ&ing, two of themthot the 
beare into the body and with that ſhe ran away, but the other man 
went after her with his bꝛoken ſtaffe, and ſtroke the beare vpon 
the backe, wherewith the beare turnd about againſt the man thꝛer 
times one after the other, and then the other two came ro her, 
and qhot her into the body againe, where with ſhe ſat downe vpon 

her buttocks, and could ſcant runne any further, and then they 
ſhot once againe, wherewith ſhe fell downe, and they ſmot her 
teeth out ofher head:allthat day the wind was nozth-eaſt,x caſt 
noꝛth⸗eaſt. | 

The 18, of July, about the eaſt ſunne, thꝛee of our men went 
vp vpon thehighelt part of the land fo ſ& if there was any open 
water in the ſea, at which time they ſaw much open water, but if 
was ſd farre from the land, that they were almoſt out ofcomfozt, 
becauſe it lay ſo farre from the land and the faſt Ice, being of op. 
pinion that we ſhould not be. able to dzawe the Scutes and the 
gods ſo farre thither,becauſe our ſtrengthes ſilbegan{o decreaſe; 
and the ſoze labour and paine that we were fo2ced to indure moꝛe 
and moꝛe increaſed, and comming fo our Scutes, they bꝛought vs 
that newes, but we being compelled thereunto by neceſſity a- 
bandonedall wearines and faint heartednes,4 determined with 
our ſelues to bing the boates and the gods to the water fide, and 
to row vnto that Ice, where we muſt paſſe ouer to get to the open 
water, and when we got to it, we vnladed our ſcutes, and dꝛewe 
them firſt ouer the Ite to the open water. and after that the gods; 
it being at the leaſt r ooo. paces, which was ſo ſoze a labour foꝛ bs, 
that as we were in hand therewith we were in a manner ready to 
leanc oft in the middle thereof, and feared that we ſhould not ge 
thꝛough withall, but ſoꝛ that we had gone thzough ſa many dan⸗

gers we hoped y we ſhould not be aint therin, wiſhing v it might 
be p laſt trouble y we ſhould as then —— 6 — 4 — 
got into the open water about the ſouth-weſt ſunne then we let 
ſaile, till the ſunne was weſt and by ſouth; c pꝛeſently fell amongſt 
the Ice againe, where we were fozcedfo dꝛawe vp the Scutes a⸗ 
gaine vpon the Ice, and being vpon it, we could ſie the croſſe J- 
lland which we geſt to be about a mile from vs the wind then be⸗ 
ing eaſt, and eaſt noꝛth⸗eaſt. 

The 19. of July lying in that manner vpon the Ice, about the 
Eaſt Dunne, ſeuen of our men went to the Croſſe Illand, and be- 
ing there they ſaw great ſtoꝛe of opt water in p Weit, where with 
they much rei oyted, and made as great haſte as they could to get 
to the Scutes againe, but befoze they tame away they got a hun⸗ 
dꝛed egges, and bꝛought them away with them, and comming to 
the d cutes, they ſhewed vs that they had ſeen, as much open water 


in the ſea, as thep coulu decerne, being in god hope, that that would 


be the laſt time that they ſhould dzaw the Dcutes oner the Ice, 
and that it ſhould be no moze meaſured by vs, and in that ſoꝛt put 
vs in godcomfo2t, whereupon we made ſpede to dꝛeſſe our egges 
t ſhared them amongſt vs, and pꝛeſentlp the Sun being South 
South ⸗weſt we fell to woꝛke, to make all things ready, to bzing 
the Scutes to the water, which were to be dꝛawen at leaſt 200, 
paces ouer the Ice, which we did with a god courage, becauſe we 
were in god hope that it would be the laſt time, and getting fo the 


water. ſwe put to ſea with Gods helpe, with an Caſt, and C aſt 


Nozth eaſt wind, x a god gale, ſo that with the weſt Dun, we paſt 
by the Croſle Jfland, which is diſtant from Cape de Naſſawes 10. 


miles, and pꝛeſentlip after that the Ice left vs, 4 we got cleere out 


okit, pet we ſaw ſome in the ſea, but it troubled vs not and ſo we 


held our courſe Meſt and by South, with a god gale of wind out 
of the Eaſt, and Eaſt Moꝛth · eaſt, ſo that we geſt that betweene 


enery meale⸗tide we ſailed eighterne miles, wherewith we were 


exceedingly comfozted,gining God thanks, that he had deliueredvs 
out ofſo great and many difficulftes, (wherein it ſeemed that we 


| ſhould haue bm ouerwhelmed,) hoping in his mercte, that from 
- thenee fw2th he would ayde vs to bzing our voyage to an end. 


The 20. of July, hauing ſtill a god gale about the Douth-eaſt 


Dunne, we paſt a long by the black point, which is twelue miles 
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viſtant from the croſte Ill and, and ſailed Meſt South welt, and 
about the euening with the Weſt Sunne, weſaw the Admirable 
Alland, and about the No2th Dun paſt along by it, which is diſ⸗ 
tant from the black point eight miles, and paſſing along by it, we 
| faw about two hundzed ſea hozſes, lying vpon a flake of Jce, and 
N we ſayled cloſe by them, an d dꝛaue them from thence, which had 
almoft coft vs deere, fo2 they being mighty ſtrong filhes, and of 
great foce, ſwam towards vs, (as it they would be reuenged on 
vs fo2 the diſpight that we had don them (round about our Dcuts 
f with agreatnoyſe, as if they would haue deuonred vs, but we eſ- 
| caped from them by teaſon that we had a god gale of wind, yet it 
| was not wiſely done of vs, to wake ſleeping wolues. 

The 21. of July, we paſt by Cape Pluncio, about the Caſt 
Nozth-eaft Sune, w lyeth Weſt South-weſtightmiles from p 

Admirable Idand, w the god galeß we had about d South-w eſt 
Dnu, we ſailed by Langenes, v miles frõ Cape Pluncio, there Þ las 
reacheth molt South-weſt and we had a god Nozth-ealt winde. 
The 22. of July, we hauing ſo god a gale of wind, when we 
came to Cape de Cant, there we went on land to ſeeke fo2 ſome 
birds t egs, but we found none, ſo we ſapled fozwards, but after ß 
about v South Sun we ſaw a cliſt, p was ſul ot birds, thither e 
ſailed t taſting ſtones at them, we killed 22. birds, and got fiftene 
egges, which one of our men fetcht from the clit, and if we would 
haue ſtaped there any longer, we might haue taken a hundzed oz 
two hundzed birds at leaſt, but becaaſe the maiſter was ſomewhat 
further info ſea-ward then we, and fayed fo2 vs, and fo2 that we 
would not loſe that faire foze-wind, we ſailed forwards a long by 
the land, and about the Douth-weſt Dunne, we came to another 
point, where we got a hundzed twenty fine birds, which we te 
with our hands out of theirneaſts,and ſome we killed with ſtones 
and made them fal downe into the water, foz it is a thing certaine 
vᷣ thoſe birds neuer vſed to ſ& men. that nom an had euer ſought 
oꝛ vſed to take them, foꝛ elſe they would haue flowne away , and 
that they feared no body but the Fores and other wilde beaſtes, 
that could not clime vp the high clifts, and that therefoꝛe they had 
made their neſts thereon , where they were out of feare of any 
pveaftes comming vnto them, foz we were in no ſmall daungerof | 
b2eaking ol our legges and armes, eſpecially as we came downe 
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The Nauigation into the Nori. eas. 
I: againe, becauſe theclift was ſo high and ſo ſtepe, thoſe bids had e- 
le | ueryonebutoneeggein their neaſts and that lay vpon the bares 
7 clift without any ſtraw oꝛ other thing vader them, which is to be E 
je wondꝛed at, to thinke how they could bꝛeed thir poung ones in ſo 
L great cold, but it is to be thought and beleued, that they therfoz 
d it but vpon on egge, that ſo the heat which they giue in bꝛeeding ſo 
* many, map be wholy giuen vnto one egge, and by that meanes it 
n hath all the heat of the birde vnto it ſelfe, and there alſo we found 
8 many egges, but moſt of them were foute and bad, and when we 
CG , |, lefftthem, the wind ſell flat againft vs, and blew oꝛth⸗weſt, and 'F 
it there alſo we had much Ice, and we tone great paines to get from 14 


the Ice, but we could not get about it, and at laſt by lauering we 
fell into the Ice, and being there we ſaw much open water to⸗ F. 
wards the land, wherevnto we made as well as we could, but our 1 
aiſter( that was moze to ſea ward) perteiuing vs to be in the Ice |: 
thought we had gotten ſome hurt, and lauered to and againe along 
by the Ice, but at laſt ſceing that we ſailed therein, he was of opi 
nion that we ſaw ſome open water, and that we made towards it 
(as it was true and therefoze he wound alſo towards vs, and came . 
toland by vs where we found a god hauen, and lap ſafe almoſt _ 
trom all winds, and he came thither about two houres after vs, 8 
there we went on land, and got ſome eggs and ſome wod to make 
a fire, wherewith we made ready the birds that we had taken, at 
which time we had a Nozth weſt wind with cloſe weather⸗ 

The 2 3.of July,it was darke and miſtie weather, with a Nozth- 
wind, whereby we were fozced tolye fill in that creeke oz hauen: 
meane time ſome of our men went on land to ſeke fo2 ſome egges 
and ſtones, but found not many, but areaſonable number of god 
ſtones. 

The 4. of July, it was faire weather, but the wind fill Noz- 
1 therly, whereby we were fo2ced to lye ſtill, and about none we 
twke the higth of Þ Dun, with our aſtrolabium,and found it to be 
eluated aboue the Hoꝛizon 37. degrees 4 20. min. his declination 
20. degrees t 10. min. which ſubſtraced:5 y higth afozeſad reſten 
17. degrees t 10 minutes, which taken from 90 degrees, the higth 
ofthe Pole was 7 3. degrees and 10. minutes, and fo: we lay ſtil 
there, ſome of our men went ollen times on land, to ſake ſtones, 


and found ſome that were as gad as euer anꝑ that we found. 25 
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The Nauigation into the North-ſeas. 

The 2 5. of Jul it was darke miſty weather, the wind no2th, 
but we were fozced to ly ſtill, becanſe it ble w ſo hard. 

The 26. of July it began to be faire weather, which we had 
not had ſoꝛ certaine dates together, the wind fill nozth; and a- 
bout the ſouth ſanne, we put to ſea, but it was fo great a creeke 
that we were fo2ced to put foure miles info the ſea, befoze wes 
could get about the point thereof: and it was moſt in the wind, 
ſo that it was midnight befoze wee got abone it, ſometimes *' 
ſayling, and ſometimes rowing : and haning paſt it, we ſtroke 
our ſailes, and rowed along by the land, 

The 27, of July it was faire calme weather,ſo fhat we rowed 
all that day ,thzough the bzoken Jce,alongby the land, the wind 
being no2thweſt, and at enening about the weſf ſunne, we came 
to a place where there ran a great ſtreame whereby we thought 
that we were about Conſtinſarke, foz we ſaw a great creeke,and 
we weree of opinion y it went thꝛough ts the Tartarian ſea, our 
courſe was moſt ſouth-weſt: about the nozth ſunne we palk as 
long by the croſſe point, and ſailed between the firme land and an 
Illand. & then went South ſouth-eaff,with a Noꝛthweſt wind 
and made god ſpeed, the maiſter with þ Stute being a god way 
befoze vs, but whẽ he had gotten about p point of the Jfland, he 
ffaied fo vs, t there we lay by pᷣ cli ing to take ſome birds, 
but got none, at which time we had ſailed from Cape de Cant 
along by Conſtinſarke, to the trolle point 20. miles, our conrſe 
Southſouth-eaft, the wind Nozth-well. 

The 28. of Zulpit was faire weather, with a Noꝛth⸗ealt⸗ 
wind, then we ſailed along by the land, and with the South⸗weſt 
lunne, got befoze S. Laurence Bay, oz Sconce point, and ſapled 
South ſouth-eaft, 5. miles, and being there, we fannd two Ruſ⸗ 
ſans Lodgies, 02 ſhips, bepond the point, wherewith we were 
not a little comfazted, to thinke that we were come to the place 
Where we found men, but were in ſome doubt of them, becanſe 
they were ſo many, fo2 at that time, wee ſawe atleaſt zo. men, 
and knew not what they were, there with much paine and la⸗ 
bour, we got to the land, which they perceining, left- off their 
wozke, and came towards vs, but without any armes. and wee 
alſo went on ſhoze, as many as were well, foz diners of vs were 
very ill at eaſe, and weake by reaſonofagreat ſcouring in their 
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bodies, and when wee met together, wa ſaluted each otber in 
friendly 1vife, they after theirs, and we after our $5, ff _ 
when we were met, both they and we lokt each other ledfaly 
in the face, ſoꝛ that ſome of them knew vs, and we them, to ve 
the ſame men which the yeare befo:e, when we paſt th2ough the 
Weiga:s;had been tn our ſhip; at wHich tune we perceiaed p they 
were abaſhf, and wondzed at vs, to remeinber that at that time 
we were ſo well {urniſhed with a great ſhip, that was ercedingly 
p2ouided of all things neceTary, and then fo ſie vs ſoleane 2 bare, 
E with fo ſmall Stutes into that country: # amonalt them there 
were two, that in friendly manner clapty maſter t me vyou the 
ſhoulder; as knowing vs ſince Þ vopage: foz there was none of all 
our men that was as then in that voiage, but we two onlep, and 
aſked vs fo2 our Crable meaning our ſhip, and we ſhew2d 
them by lignes as well as we could (foz we had no interpꝛeter) 


that we had loſt our fhip in the Ice, wherewith they ſapd, Crable 


ro pal, (which we vnderſtod to be, haue you loft your ſhip) and 
made anſwere, Crable pro pal, which was as much as to ſay, 
that we had lot our ſhip, ind many moze wo2ds we could nat ve, 
becauſe we vnderſtod nat each other, then they made ew to be 
ſoꝛry fo2 our loſſe, and fo be grieued that we the yeare befoze Had 
beene there with ſo many ſhips, and then to ſe vs in ſo ſimple mã⸗ 
ner, made vs ſignes that then they had d2unke wine in our ſhip, 
and aſked vs what d2inke we hadnoiv, wherewith one ol our 
men went into the ſtute and d2ew ſome wafer; and let them taſte 
thereof, but they ſhakt their heads, and ſaid No dobbre (that is, 
it is not god) then our maſter went neerer vnto them, and ſhewed 
them his mouth, to giue them to vnderifand that we were trou⸗ 
bled with a loſneile in our bellies, and to know if they could giue 
vs any councettohelpit; but they thought we made thew that we 
had great hunger, wherewtth one of them went vnto their lodg⸗ 
ing, and fetcht around Nie loafe, weighing about d. pounds, with 
ſome ſinozed faules, which we accepfed thankfully, and gaue them 

inerchangehalfe a dozen of Puſchupt, then our maſter led tuo 
ofthe chiefe or them, with him into his Beute, gaue them ſome 
ofthe wine that we had, being almoſt a gallon, foz it was ſo nere 
out; and while we ſtaied there, we were very familiar with them, 


and went to the place where W r ſod ſome ol our 8 
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e Nauigation into the North- 
with water by their fice , that we might eate ſome wirme thiay 
dowae into our bodies, and we were much comfazted to ſe 358 
Nullians fo2 thatin thirteene maneths time, that wee degarted 
from lohn Corneliſon, we had not ſeene any man, but onelp mon⸗ 
ſterous and cruell wild beares: fo2 that as then we were in ſam? 
tom doꝛt, to ſie that w2 had liued ſo long, fo come in company of 
men againe, and therewith we ſaid vats eath other, now we hope 
it will fall out better with vs, ſeing we haue found men againe, 
thanking Gad with allour hearts, that he had beeneſo gracious 
and mercifull vato vs, to giue vs life vntill that time. | 
The 29. ol July it was reaſonable faire weather, that mozning 
the Nullians began to make pꝛeparatid to be gone, 4 to ſet ſaile: 
at which time they digd certains barrels with traine ile out of 
the ſieges, which they had buried there, and put it into their ſhips, 
and we not knowing whither they would go, ſaw them ſaile tos 
wards p V Veigats:at which time alſs we ſet ſaile, t followed after 
them, but they ſapling befoze vs, and we following them, along 
by the land, the weather being cloſe and miſtp, we loft the fight of 
them, and knew not whether they put into any creeke, 02 ſapled 
fozward, but we held on our courſe , Dauth-ſouth-eaft with a 
No2th-weft wind, and then Houth⸗eaſt, betwerne two Illands, 
vntill we were incloſed with Ace againe, and ſaw no open water, 
whereby we ſuppoſed that they were about the VVeigats, and 
that the Noꝛth⸗ weſt wind had dꝛiuen the Ite into that crieke, and 
being ſo intlo ſed w Ice. ſaw no open water befoze vs, but with 
great labour and paines, we went back againe to the two Illands 
afozeſaid, and there about the Nozth-eaſt ſunne, we made our 
<a: "gy faſt at one ot the Allands, fo2 as then it began to blows 
Che 30, of July lying at anchoz;the wind fill blew No2th- 
welt, with great ſtoze of raine, and a ſoꝛe ſtoʒme ſo that although 
we had conered our Stutes with our ſailes, yet we could not lye 
dr, which was an vnaccuſtomed thing vnto vs: foz wwe had had 
_ — long time beſoze, and yet we were fozced to ſtay there. 
Je r. of July, in themozning, about the No2th-eaft ſunne, 


we rgwved fro that Jfland to anather Jfland, whereon there ſtod 
Unocroſles , whereby we thought that ſome men had laine there 


about 
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about trade ofmerchandiſe,as the other Ruſſians that we ſa be⸗ 
e foze had done, but we found no man there, the wind as then bering 
. Hoꝛth⸗ welt, whereby the Jce dꝛaue fill towards the Meigats: 
there, to our great god, we lwent on land, foz in that Illand, we 
of found great ſtoꝛe of Leple leaues, which ſerued vs extteding well, 
pe and it ſeemed that God had purpoſely ſent vs thither : foꝛ as then 
* we had many icke men. and moſt ol vs were ſo troubled with a 
* ſtouring in our bodies, and were thereby become ſo weake, that 
| we could hardly row, but by meanes of thoſe leaues, we were hea⸗ i 
i» Hledthereof: fo2 that as ſone as we had eaten them, we were pꝛe⸗ | 
ſently eaſed and healed, whereat we could not choſe but wonder, 1 
# therefoze we gaue God great thanks; foꝛ that, and ſoꝛ many o⸗ 
ther his mercies ſhewed vnfo vs, by his great and vnexpected as 
lent vs, in that our dangerous voyage : and ſo as J ſapd befoze, 
we eate them by whole handfuls together, becauſe in Holland wee 
had heard much ſpoken of their great fozce,and as then found it to 
be much moze then we expected. 

The 1.of Auguft the wind blew hard Nozth-wel, and the Ice 
that fo2 a while had dzinen towards the entry of the Weigats, 
ffayedand dꝛaue no moze, bat the ſea went very hollow, wzeres 
by we were fo2ced to remous our Dcufes on the other ſide of the 
Alland, fo defend from the wanes of the ſea, and lying there 
we went on landa to fetch moze Leple leanes,whereby wes 

had bin ſo wel holpen, e ſtil moze and moze reconered our healths, 
and in ſo ſhozt time, that we could not choſe but wonder thereaf, FE 
fo that as then ſome of vs could eate biſket againe, which not long '$ 
befo2e they could not do · Tapes: 8

The 2.of Auguſt it was dark | 
ing eite noꝛthweſt, at which time dur viduals began to decreaſe,

1 fo2 as then we had nothing but a little bꝛead and water and ſome 
of vs a little chæſe, which made vs long ſoꝛe to be gone fro thence, 
ſpecially in regard of our hunger, whereby our weake members 
began to be much weaker, and pet we were fozcedto labour ſo2e, 
which were two great contraries : foz it behoued vs rather fo 
haue our bellies full, that ſo we might be the ſtronger, to indure 
dur labour, but pattence was our point of truſt. | 

The 3. ol Auguſt about the Nozth ſun, the weather being ſom⸗ 
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and to trolle ouer to Ruſſia, and ſo committing cur ſelues to Gov, 


we ſet ſaile with a No2th-welt wind, eſailed South Douth-well 
till the Dun was eaſt, and then we entred into Jre againe, which 
put vs in great feare, foz we hadcroſt over and left the Ice pon 
Nona Zembla, t were in god hope 5; we chould not met with apy 
Jce againe, in ſo ſhoꝛt ſpace, at which time being in the Ice, with 
talme weather, whereby dur Sailes tould doꝭ vs no great god, we 
ſtroke our ſailes and began to row againe, and at laſt we rowed 
cleane thꝛough the Ite, not without great i ſoꝛe labour, and about 
the Honth⸗ welt Sunne got cleere thereof,andentredinto the large 
fea, where we ſaw no Ice, and then what with failing and rowing 
we had made 20. miles, t lo ſailing fozwards we thought to apꝛoch 
neere vnto the Nuſſian toaſt; but about the Hozth⸗ welk Dunne, 


we entred into Ite againe, and then it was very cold, where with 


our hearts became very heaup, ſearing that it would alwates cons 
tine w in that ſoꝛt, and that we ſhould neuer be freed thereof, and 


fo2 that our boate could nat make ſo god way, no was not able to 


ſaile aboue the point ot Jce, we were compelled to enter into the 


Ice, foz that being in it, we perceiged open ſea beyond it, but the 
hardeſt matter was ko get into it, fo2 it was very cloſe, but at 
laſt we ound a meanes to enter, and got in, and being entred it 
was ſomewhat better, and in the end with gat paine and labour 
We got into the open water: our Maiſter that was in the ſcute, 
which ſailed better then our boate got abdue the point af the Ice, 
and was in ſome feare that we were incloſed with þ Ice, vut God 
ſent vs the meanes to get out from it. as fone as he conld ſaile a- 

bout the point thereof, and ſo we met together againe · 

The 4 ok Auguſt, about the South-eaff Sunne, being gotten 
out ot the Ice, we ſailed fo ward with a er, wind, and 
held our courſe Dontherly, and when the Dunne was South, at 
none time we ſaw the toaſt of Ruſſia, lying betoꝛe vs, whereat we 
were excœding glad, and going neerer vnto it, we ſtroke dur failes 
and rowed on land, and found it to be very low land, like a bare 
{rand that might be flowed oner with the water; there we lay till 
the Sim was Douth-welt,but perceining that there we tould not 


much further our ſelues, hauing as theſailep from the point ot No» 
vo Zembla,(from whence we put off) thither,ful zo miles, we ſai- 
led ſoꝛward along hy thecoaſtofRuſſia. with an indiſtertt gale of 
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wind, and when the Sunne was Nozth, We ſaw anolher N uſſian 


Jolle os ſhip, which we ſailed vnto to ſpeake with them, and being 
hard by them, they tame al aboue hatches, and we cried vnto them 
Candinacs Candinaes (whereby we aſked them il we were about 
Candinacs)but they cryed agoine and ſayd pitzora Pitzoralfo ſhew 
vs that we were there abouts) « fo2 Þ we ſailed along by thecoaff, 
where it was very dꝛie, ſuppoſing that we held our courſe, weſt 
and by Noꝛth, that ſowe might get beyond the point of Candinaes; 
we were wholy deceived by our c6pas, that twd vpon a cheſt boũd 
W pꝛon bands, which made vs varp at leaſt 2. points, whereby we 
were much moze ſoutherly the we thougth our tourſe had bin x al- 
ſo farremozecalferly, ſoꝛ we thought verily that we had not bin 
farre from Candinaes, and we were thꝛæ daies ſailing from it, as 
afer we percetued, & fo2 that we found our ſelues to be ſo much out 
ofour wap, we ſtayed there all night til day appeared. 

The 5. of Auguſt, lym there; one of our men went on ſhoze, 
and found the land further in, to be greene, and ful of trees, t from 
thence called to vs, to bid vs b2ing our peeces-on ſhoꝛe, ſaying that 
was wild deere to be killed, which made vs erceving glad. 
foz then our victuales were almoſt ſpent, and we had nothing but 
ſome bzoken bꝛead, whereby we were wholp out of comfozt, and 
ſame of vs were ok opinion that we ſhould leaue the Scutes, and 
goe further into the land, oꝛ elſe they ſaid. we ſhould all die with 
hunger, foz that many daies befoꝛe we were fo2ced to fa tf, and 
{og ſharpe \wozd, which we could hardly endare any 

nger. 

The 6. of Auguſt, the weather began to be ſomewhat better, 
at which time we determined to row foꝛward betauſe the wind 
was againſt vs, that we might get out ol the creke, the wind be⸗ 
ing Eaſt South-caft which was our coarſe as then, and ſo hauing 
rowedabout thꝛe miles we could get no further, becauſe it was 
ſo full in the wind, and we al together heartleſſe and faint; the land 
ſtreatching further oꝛth⸗eaſt then we made actount it had done, 
whereupon we beheld each other in pittifull manner, foꝛ we had 
great want of victuals, and knew not how farre we had to ſaile be⸗ 
— we ſhould get anp relefe, fozal our victuals was almoſt con⸗ 

W. | 
The 7.of Augult, the wind being wm No2th well, it * 
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-us well to get out of that crerke, and ſo we ſailed fozward Eat. and 
by Nd2th, till we got out ofthe crerke, to the place, and the point 
of land, where we firſt had bin, and there we made our Scutes faſt 
againe: fo2 the Noꝛth · weſt wind was right againſt vs, whereby 
our mens hearts and conrages were wholy abated, to ſee no iſlue, 
how we ſhould get from thence: foz as then ſickneſſes, hunger, ant 
no means to be found how to get from thence,conſumed both our 
fleſh and our bloud, but if we had found any releefe, if would haue 
bin better with vs. 

The 8. of Auguſt, therewas no better weather, but ill the 
wind was againft vs, and we lay a god way one from the other, 
as we found beſt place foz'vs, at which time there was molt diſiks 
in our boate, in regard that ſome of vs were exterding hungrie, and 
could not endure it any longer, but were wholy out of heart tell 
wiſhing to die. 

The 9. of Auguft, it Was allone weather, lo that the wind blows 
ing contrary, we were fo2ced to lye fill, and could goe no further, 
dur greeie ſtill in creaſing moꝛe 4 moꝛe, at laſt two of ourmen went 
out ofthe cute, wherein the Maiſter was, which we percetuing, 
twa of our men alfa landed, and went altogether about a mile into 
the countrie and at laſt ſaw a hanke, by the which there iNued a 
great ſtreame of water, which we thought fo be the way from 
whence the Ruſſians came, betwerne Candinaes « the firme land 
of Ruſſia, andas ourmen came backe againe, inthe way as they 
went along, they found a dead ſea-hozſe, that ſtanke orcevingly, 
which they dꝛew with thẽ to our cute, thinking that they ſhould 
haue a dainty moꝛſell out of it, becauſe they en dured ſo great hun · 
ger, but we told the that without doubt it would kil vs, 4 that it 
were better fo2 vs, to endure pouerty and hunger foz a time, then 
fo venture vpon it, ſaying, that ſceing God who info many greaf 
extremitys had ſent vs a happie iſſue, ffil liued, and was exceeding 
powerfull, we hoped and nothing doubting. that he would not al- 
e fozſake vs, but rather helpe vs, when we were molt in 
diſpaire. 

The 10. of Augult,it was ſtil a Nozth.welt wind with miftie + 
darke weather, ſo that we were dꝛiuen to lie till, at which time it 
was no nerd foz vs to aſke one another how we age, wag we could 

| well gells if by our countenances.  - >
